I. SIGHTED BATTLESHIPS 


The following battleships were sighted early in Octobers 
In the harbor:

a) A Soviet destroyer, about 60 meters long^ 
ship had one funnel and one mast behind the bridge and bore one gun on each 
end (bow and stem) and a torpedo tube sternwards of the funnel. - 

b) Three small iron battleships

II. FROGMEN EXCERCISES 


In the harbor and the left as one sails in, there is a base marked by buoys, 
where frogmen usually train.

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These excercises often expand outside of the harbor, to the right as one sails 
in, in the area where foreign ships anchor waiting for their turn to sail into 
the harbor. 

Frogmen in training, were sighted on 1 Oct. 1956. 

Buoys with small poles, as well as the three afore-mentioned small iron battle- 
ships, were anchored in the area where these excercises take place (in the 
harbor and to the left as one sails in).- 
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2, De-gaufssing Facility : A de-gaussing station is located at Uir°U2 * U5" 

M. Latitude, 37°U7’30" E. Longitude in Novorossisk Bay, Two buoys are 
moored a ships length apart forming a line parallel to the shore and five 
to six cable lengths from it. Another line of three buoys is moored parallel 
to but to seaward of the first line. These buoys are spaced at the same 
intervals as the two which are moored closer to shore. Approximately a shi ps 
length separates these two lines. A small building with a landing pier 
equipped with davits is located ashore at this point. 


3. Soviet Naval Vessels; At 1800 on 28 September* a minesweeper 

was being maneuvered ahead and astern in the area 
enclosed by the buoys described above.

A minesweeper of the same class as -U38, was moored U50 meters southwest of 
the Coaling Pier. Two white cables trailed from the stern of this vessel. 
Three wooden floats, upon which were mounted short metal ."spars”, floated 
near by. Two of these floats supported the ends of the two cables trailing 
from the stern. 


A destroyer was moored between Eastern Mole and the Cement Works Pier. 

U, Repair Facilities : A floating drydock, with a cargo vessel aboard, was 
moored inside Eastern Mole. 

5 * Port Construction : A floating crane and a large number of workers were 
employed in repairing or removing the damaged wharf in the vicinity of 
the "small craft repair slip" on the west side of the harbor. The floating 
crane moved a large stone block from the damaged wharf to the Eastern Mole.

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55 SovietT Naval Vess£TS:'A cruiser and four destroyers were moored at anchor 
approximately four miles off West Breakwater on 19 August. The cruiser had 
two funnels and two masts. They had sailed by 22 August.

A destroyer and h-S coast guard boats were moored in the Timber Basin. 

2. Surface Gunnery Targets: A target sled without target was being towed by 
two tugs on 19 August four to five miles off Cape Doob (Ut^'N., 37°55'E). 

The tugs were on a course toward Novorossisk. Another target sled was moored 
at the Timber Wharf in Novorossisk. This sled carried a radar target and five 
shell holes were observed in the target cloth. 

3 # Illuminating Flares : Parachute flares were observed over the Timber and 
Naval Basin on the night of 19-20 August.-
